"When a patient comes with achir.R 
teeth the uMial thing is to apply 
the forceps. This is radically wrong. 
The first thing of importance, is to 
relieve pain. The cause of the pain is 
either the presence of live or dead 
pttlp, If the pain is noticed when hot 
or cold liquids are taken Into Ihe 

mouth, there is evidence that the 
nerve is alive and pain is caused bj 
ihe swelling or contraction of the tis- 
sues around the nerve according as il 
Is warmed or cooler! by the liquids. 
If the' nerve i~, dead the alteration 
of temperature will nrrt be the deter- 
mining faclor in causing pain. 

"In the former case pit in will he re- 
lieved by applying beeehwood creo- 
sote, or carbolic acid. The usual w«\ 
has been to .lust apply it with a large 
piece of cotton saturated With creo- 
sote Which will natural!] inflame the 
t issues all .a round Hie tooth. The cor- 
rect way is lo first remove Ihe cause 
before applying anything and then 
wash ihe mouth out well with water,

This year will find competition In 
the Intercollegiate Association ot 
Amateur Athletes of America on an 
even higher plane than ever before, 
following the adoption of the amateur 
code of rules drawn up by the sports 
governing bodies at the meeting held 
about two month! ago.

COLUMBIA FOR FOOTBALL. 

Elaborate IntereUss Seliednle Ar. 
ranged for >"exl Fall. 

For the first time since the fall of 
150D Columbia University will have 
real inter-class football next October. 
T. Nelson Mctcalf, coach of the var- 
sity eleven on Morningside Height*, 
has announced an arrangement, ac- 
cording to which each class will be 
represented by a football team, which 
will play two games against cacn 
other class, or sis games In all. 
There will, therefore, be twelve 
cames in the round robin tournament, 
with an intramural championship 
hansring on the outcome. For the pre- 
I sent, at least, the system win be Urn- 
! lied to the classes of Columbia Col- 
lege. 

The candidates for the class team.i 
,wil| practice wiLh the varsity and 
freshman football squads during the 
entire season, thus extending the 
benefits of football to a large number 
of students »bo have hitherto shared 
in the game only from the sidelines. 
Before each vnrsity contort a list of 
sixteen men will be posted who will 
form the varsity squad, and who win 
consequently be Ineligible for the 
class teams. It is likely that two 
freshman teams will be formed, one 
for outside games and the other Tor 
he IntOTCkUS football series. 

Metcalf's project already has met 
with widespread approval, boib in 
the ranks of the faculty and among 
Hie students. Spectator, the under- 
graduate dally publication, rays of 
it:— 

"If controlled as efficiently as last 
fall's results promise, this n»w policy 
of Coach Met calf means that football 
will be a real college sport, In which 
nearly every online man can find 
both physical training and diversion. 
It means the extension into another

O.C. the Second 
Division. Yesterday both units were 
officially endorsed by the University 
of Toronto through the Board of Gov- 
ernors. 

The command of the new tralniug 
company bas been given to Prof. 
Needier, of the Gorman Department, 
U.C., and at present Captain of "B" 
Company of the Toronto C.O.T.C. Prof.. 
M. \V. Wallace, of the English Depart- 
ment, and Captain of "A" Company of 
the C.O.T.C. , has been appointed as 
second in command. 

The training company wilt train for 
a short time In Toronto, and will then 
be moved to England or France. It 
w ill be made up of university students, 
graduates, and men of similar type, 
all of whom will enlist ss privates for 
overseas service, and train as such 
until they are given appointments as 
officers. 

No one will be taken into the ranks 
who is not capable of ultimately be- 
coming an officer, and It Is expected 
that the company will be kept near to 
the scene of action, so that there may 
be a reserve of capable officers to 
fill up the vacancies in the Canadian 
lines. 

Arrangements are being made to al- 
low students tn complete their annual 
examinations before becoming perma- 
nently attached to the training com- 
pany.

The annual report of William M. 
Klngsley, treasurer of New York Un- 
iversity, for the year ending Juno 30, 
1915. shows a not deficit on opera- 
tions amounting to 139,956.27. This Is 
the greatcet deficit ever announced 
: by that Institution and exceeds that 
of the previous year by 911.308.49. 
The rapid Increase in the registration 
of the various schools tn the Institu- 
tion is seen when Mr. Klngsley an- 
nounces that the income from stu- 
dents' fees was $310,044.44. or $5S,- 
060.29 more than the Income from 
that source for 1913-1914. 

With the exception of the Law 
School and the School of Commerce, 
seven divisions operated on financial 
losses. The Law and Commerce 
schools gained 92.160.53 and 138.252- 
.75 respectively, while the remaining 
colleges show the. following défic- 
iences : —College of Art and Pure Sci- 
ence, ÏI9.776.94: School of Applied 
Science. $13,049.17; Summer School, 
$1.670.43: Graduate- Sohool.

"If the Mouroe Doctrine continue* 
to be but a national polic] of the 
United States. It Is doomed to failure," 
said Dr. M. de Ûliveira Lima. Profes- 
sor of South American History and 
Ecouotnics at Harvard University, in 
addrcssiug the members of the Polity 
Ciub ot Princeton University, at a 
fireside smoker held the other even- 
ing. "Provided it ceases to be merely 
a policy of the Uuited States aloue 
and becomes a continental policy, the 
aspect changes, and with every nation 
on the two continents joining in to 
protect themselves aud their neigh- 
bors against any European aggres- 
sion, the Doctrine can become a pow- 
erful factor in American affairs." 
, Dr. Lima emphasized throughout 
his speech the fact that the opiniou 
of the South American countries was 
that the Monroe Doctrine has not bad 
in the past any powerful influence in 
maintaining the integrity of Hie two 
Americas, and expressed the belief 
that it would not wield such an influ- 
ence until it ceased to benefit the 
t'nited States alone. Taking up ihe 
history of the Doctrine, he argued 
that iu every application of it, instead 
of merely warding off the conquest of 
Latin America by European nations, It 
has always been turned to the advan- 
tage of the United States. To prove 
his point, he took the case of Cuba, 
which, with other similar cases, has 
aroused suspicion of the Uuited States 
in South America. 

In Brazil the suspicions regarding 
the motives of the Uuited States are 
not so evideut. In other countries, 
however, such things as the taking of 
Panama, and the actions of the Unit- 
ed Statcc in Porto Rico aud Cuba 
make the Monroe Doctrine seem a 
farce to South Americans. Believing 
that the United States is working 
solely for its own benefit, the implied 
guardianship and sisterhood is irri- 
tating to them. Consequently, the 
Monroe Doctrine has embarrassed the 
United States diplomats In South Am- 
erica who arc striving for good-will 
between the two continents. <

"Many mistakes arc made in the 
treatment of alveolar abscesses. The 
patient is usually advised to poultice 
the outïide. This lnvcariably leads to 
on exvemal fistula and ultimately to 
a cicatrix. Tbe poultice should be 
placed iustde which can be done very 
simply, then a compress is put on the 
outside. This is done by painting 
with collodion. The abscess is then 
lanced on the inside at the proper 
time.

Only a few days ago, s 
patient was complaining of pain in a 
sound tooth, and insisted upon having 
the too- b extracted, but after the ex- 
traction of a careous tooth remote 
from tbe painful region, no more pain 
was felt. 

"Frequently associated with preg- 
nary, is a bluish growth from the 
roots of a tooth. Such is no cauae for 
an operation. After the child is born, 
the epulis will disappear. 

"A doctor frequently ruecta with 
antrum trouble. If the antrum is full 
of pus. there Is pressure on the eye 
and a bulging is on the roof of the 
mouth. When lying on one side, pus 
I will drain through the middle meatus 
lltfo the nasal cavity, a tooth whose 
root enters the antrum should be ex- 
tracted to let out the pu*. 

"In case of a fracture of the Jaw, 
the muscles cause a displacement of 
the above." 

Dr. Thornton bcre showed various 
contrivances for supporting the bone* 
until reunion occurs. One was to 
make a splint of vulcanite to fit tbe 
Jaw internally. The mandible is then 
firmly held in place by external ban- 
daging. A tooth may be extracted for 
the purpose of feeding. Another 
mc hod was by maJttng a metal splint 
and firmly fastening it to tbe teeth, 
where it is left for from two to three 
: weeks until reunion of the bone. The 
' patient thus has free uee of the Jaw 
In tbe meantime.
